1. The a eate of Titra (2 ho/?T 52) was located east of the town, south of 
- Pormos (P LO/T 62). Tre mibsoil of the level field, about 1,000 x 1,000 
eters, was sandy and coverec by grass, there was no rumay. ho con- 
struction woric was observec. 


2. In the southern vortior of the airfield thore were one office buildings, three 
' hancars of reinforceed concrete, each about 20 x 1f meters, constructed be tueen 
TOE and 1918, and a tro-story building, avont i7 x 55 meters which was generally 
beinz referred to as the aircraft factory. Luring the war, this factory hac a 
Labor force of about 200. It was said that the factory was no longer in operations 
Three additional small buildincs which hac served cs stores during the war were 
Located near the factor.

i. There were four barracks installations in Nitra, imeludin: tne so-called air 
force barracks, located about ifO meters trom the railrouc station in the direa- 
tion of the town. “1 inctallabion consirted of four woeden buildings and a 
three-story brick buildin: which had been caorstructed in 195i. The bar -acks 
wore soeunaed tye air force yersomel in bive vniferms with bine epaulets. It 
covld accomodate abouy 150 men. It was saic tiat the airfield was quardec by 
sersonnel stationed at these Larracks. *
